THE  DR.  RICHARD  E.  DICKERSON  COLLECTION  OF  SATIRICAL  AND  POLITICAL  COINS,  TOKENS  &  MEDALS 

Last  year  we  were  both  fortunate  and  priviledged  to  have  the  opportunity  to  purchase  Dr.  Dickerson’s  collection  in  its 
entirety  and  we  are  pleased  to  offer  a  major  portion  of  it  in  this  sale.  As  a  background  for  much  of  the  material  we 
suggest  that  you  read  Dr.  Dickerson’s  articles  in  the  Numismatist  of  November  and  December  1975  and  September  1976. 

Most  of  the  descriptive  comments  made  on  the  various  lots  were  taken  from  Dr.  Dickerson’s  researeh,  and  we  would  like 
to  quote  the  following  paragraph  taken  from  one  of  his  letters  to  our  firm. 

“  The  engraved  and  counterstamped  coins  of  Napoleon  HI  contain  some  pieces  that  were  hastily  disfigured  before  being 
recirculated  as  propaganda,  of  course.  But  they  also  eontain  individual  coins  on  which  the  engraving  is  an  elaborate  and 
minature  work  of  art.  The  dominant  motif  is  that  of  a  German  helmet  or  other  military  headgear  as  in  my  Numismatic 
paper  of  December  1975.  But  on  other  pieces  Napoleon  is  portrayed  as  a  Corsican  bandit,  the  Pope,  a  crybaby,  a  German 
Burgher,  and  several  species  of  deformed  cretins,  monsters  and  animals.  The  engravings  were  limited  oidy  by  the  imagination 
and  ire  of  the  perpetrators.”

The  enameling  of  coins  for  jewelry  purposes  started  about  1884  in  Birmingham,  England,  by  Jewelers  William  Henry  Probert 

and  Edwin  Steele.  Enameling  required  unusual  patience  and  skill,  and  evidently  only  a  very  few  craftsmen  ever  acquired 
tlie  skill.  The  art,  as  it  was  practiced  by  the  Birmingham  Jewelers,  went  out  of  existence  about  1920  and  camiot  be 

duplicated  today.
